Fights To Keep House Service Group Merger 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22—(>)— 
Rep. Wadsworth, Republican, New 
York, opened a vigorous fight 
Sunday against the quiet drive to 
block merger of the House Mili- 
tary and Naval Committees as 
provided by the congressional re- 
organization. 

In letters to all Republican con- 
gressmen, he insisted the consoli- 
dation would enable the House for 


the first time in history to get the 
“full story” on the nation’s mili- 
tary needs—Army and Navy and 
Air Force. 

Wadsworth, who was Chairman 
of the Senate Military Committee 
when he served in that chamber 
and is intimate with many of the 
armed forces’ high command, dis- 
puted the contention that creation 
of a single committee would lead 


ultimately to the “swallowing up” 
of the Navy. 

Simultaneously, he argued that 
the committee merger is a basic 
part of the plan, voted last ses- 
sion, for modernizing congression- 
al action by sharply reducing the 
number of committee handling 
legislation. 

“To retrace our steps after hav- 
ing accomplished this great reform 


would, in my judgment, be regret- 
table,” he wrote. “If we com- 
mence pulling stones out of the 
néw structure before we have 
even tested it, there is no telling 
what other demolition will be at- 
tempted. 

“Indeed, it would be a pity if 
the newly elected Republican ma- 
jority in the House should start to 
undermine it. Most certainly we 
would lose some of that public 


confidence which we now enjoy 
and which we must retain if we 


are to go forward in the service of 
our country.” 

Wadsworth’s letter was in an- 
swer to one from Rep. Cole, Re- 
publican, New York, ranking Re- 
publican of the Naval Committee 
and a leader in the fight against 
the merger which is expected to 
reach a showdown shortly after 
Congress convenes.

Constitution Paragraphs 
Applying To Succession 


Here are the paragraphs fromm the new Constitution of the State 
of Georgia over which Georgians are pondering in an effort to decide 
who will be the State’s next Governor: 


“Article V. Executive Department. Section 1. 


Paragraph 1. 


“The executive power shall be vested in a Governor, who shall 
hold his office during the term of four years, and until his suc- 
cessor shall be chosen and qualified. The Governor serving at the 
time of the adoption of this Constitution and future Governors 
shall not be eligible to succeed themselves and shall not be eligible 
to hold the office until after the oe of four years from the 


conclusion of his term of office. 
“Paragraph IV. 


“How returns published. The iilati, of each branch of the 


General Assembly shall convene 


in the Representative Hall, and 


the President of the Senate and the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives shall open and publish the returns in the presence and 
under the direction of the General Assembly; and the person having 
the majority of the whole number of votes shall be declared duly 
elected Governor of this State; but if no person shall have such 
majority, then from the two persons having the highest number 
of votes, who shall be in life, and shall not decline an election -at

Skeptics still are seeking jokers in the 
spirit of co-operation and fellowship char- 
acterizing the closing days of the United 
Nations General Assembly at Lake Suc- 
cess. 

The truth of the matter, in retrospect, 
seems to be that too much emphasis was 
centered on day-to-day conflicts as the 
session progressed and not enough on the 
cumulative progress which came about 
through debate and compromise. 

There is no denying there was evi- 
denced an almost startling softening of 
Russian policy in the final hours. Whether 
this will be continued and whether So- 
viet diplomats will continue to approach 
international problems in a conciliatory 
attitude, remain to be seen. 

The Russians are not soft touches. 


They drive hard bargains wherever pos- 
sible. But they do seem to recognize, as 
must we all, that world accord must be 
reached, that the peace must be preserved. 

The United’ Nations Organization 
seems to be succeeding, despite the bumpy 


road it traverses'en route to its goal, be- | 


cause all members realize the portent of 
failure. The horror of World War II is 
still too much upon us, the fear of atomic 
conflict is yet too difficult to dismiss... 
and so all of us are dedicated to promot- 
ing international amity. 

It’s good, at Christmastide, to know 
that Peace on Earth, Goodwill Toward 
Men seems nearer reality than ever. It’s 
good even though it well may stem -from 
the fact that we dare not risk it other- 
wise. 


To End Georgia's Marriage Racket 


Pres. Robert B. Troutman, of the Geor- 
gia Bar Association, has designated a com- 
mittee of outstanding jurists to make a 
study of Georgia marriage laws. 


Judge David S. Atkinson, capable pre- 
siding jurist of the Chatham Superior 
Court and long-time member of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, is Chairman of the com- 
mittee. Other members include Judge 
Bond Almand, of Atlanta; Judge Henry 
West, of Athens, and Charles Gowen, of 
Brunswick, outstanding State legislator. 


The study is being made as a result 
of a request from the Tennessee Bar Asso- 
ciation that something be done to elimi- 
nate the marriage racket currently being 
operated in a number of Northwest Geor- 
gia counties. This racket, recently exposed 


by Constitution Reporter Doris Locker- 
man, is a disgrace to the State and grows 
out of inadequate legislation covering out- 
of-State persons, and flagrant violations 
ef the rather .stringent laws covering 
Georgia residents. 

Numerous suggestions, some imprac- 
tical, have been made to thwart the prey- 
ing racketeers. An indignant public is de- 
manding that the next Legislature take 
positive action to eliminate them. 

The able committee which the Presi- 
dent of the State Bar Association has 
appointed to investigate and make recom- 
mendations in the matter will have’ the 
grateful appreciation and the unwavering 
support of the God-fearing people . of 
Georgia for whatever changes it may 
suggest. 


Republican Responsibility---and Opportunity 


Sen. Taft, in his address here last week, 
charged the South with the full respon- 
sibility of setting up a two-party system, 
a contention to which we took exception. 

It is our considered opinion that there 
are many Southerners who, on many occa- 
sions, would have voted against Demo- 
cratic nominees had they been opposed 
by men of reputation and character. Un- 
fortunately, however, the Republican 
party has not taken the time or the effort 
to put respectable candidates in the field. 
While the GOP has within its Southern 
ranks numerous persons of capability and 
prestige, the sad truth of the matter seems 
to be that those Southerners who offer 
for office under its banners are usually 
charlatans unworthy of its blessing. Thus, 
Said we, in answer to Mr. Taft, “Repub- 
licans must accelerate the trend away 
from traditional Southern solidarity by 
providing local candidates of a caliber to 


be supported with pride.” 

This view, we are pleased but not sur- 
prised to note, is shared by the _tradi- 
tionally conservative Macon Telegraph 
which, after reprinting our own assertion, 
goes on to say: 

“We fully agree with the ~contention 
of our Atlanta contemporary. Those of 
us who are Jeffersonian Democrats by 
conviction do not waver in our loyalty to 
the principle of that Party. At the same 
time we recognize that in politics, as in 
business, competition is a healthy factor 
and would serve to keep the Democrats 
on their toes. But we have been discussing 
this two-party system for a long time and 
the Republican Party, it seems to us, has 
not taken advantage of its opportunities. 
If it wishes to set up a competitive sys- 
tem in Southern politics, it must take the 
initiative by offering local candidates «who 
are intrinsically worthy of support.” 


It is just as the copybooks said.

As a matter of fact, the copybooks have noth- 
ing to do with it. It was John Bell Keeble who used to say it, and 
I sitting in the classrooms of the Vanderbilt Law School as an 
unreconverted ex-Marine in 1919. 

“Young gentlemen,” he would say, “I am ringing the bell and 
blowing the whistle. If you do not pay attention, you will be sorry.” 

The law bored me. At the time, I considered myself to be one 
of the lost generation, discovering Mencken, Sandburg, and all the 
new poets and novelists of the time. The law school faculty was 
plagued by one of Mr. Sandburg’s poems, which began—‘‘Why does 
a hearse horse snicker hauling a lawyer’s bones?” 

Anyhow, I did not gain 10 yards on torts, and failed of a first 
down on contracts. 

Now, as he said, I am sorry. 

I am still trying to puzzle out*the Georgia State Constitution, 
and while I feel that the fault is not so much the law’s as it is 
the writers of the State Constitution, who must have hired some 
drunken ghost writers, I neyertheless am not too much distressed. 

I have talked with a number of lawyers who wore out a dozen 
pairs of pants sitting in law school classrooms, and they are as 
undecided as the village belle with six proposals from young men 
whose fathers all are in the higher-income tax brackets. 

They just don’t know and, in trying to explain it, they trip up 
in the red tape of ‘“‘whereas” and “as before stated,” and are no 
doggone good. 

The plain fact is that the new Georgia Constitution is as full 
of holes as imported Swiss cheese. 

There just isn’t any rule, even rule of thumb, for settling 
Georgia’s present gubernatorial dilemma. 


Based on my one year of law at Vander- 


No Supreme Court bilt University, I am of the opinion the 


Supreme Court of Georgia may very well not hear this case at all. 

I must be honest and say that this is an opinion formed after 
talking with many lawyers, most of whom were crying loudly for 
water wings and others who were going down for the third time 
with the traditional loud, gurgling cry. But there was one calm 
gentleman, who has served as Superior Judge and lawyer for more 
years than most of the others have lived, and he said a true thing. 
He said that any State Legislature was a rather powerful thing 
if it had the intelligence so to be. I knew this, because the Congress 
of the United States is a powerful thing if it chooses to be. 

He referred me to Georgia Code 64—208, which said flatly that 
the question of who is the lawful Governor of this State (Georgia) 


may not be tried by quo warranto. 
Therefore, he said, if the Supreme Court of the State had any 


sense, which he very definitely thought it had, it would say to any 
such issue proposed that it was a matter for the legislative branch, 
as the law provides.

person. 

He said also that too many persons were doing their arguing in 
Georgia on who can be the next Governor, on the premise that the 
election is over. 

This is not true. The election is not concluded. It is not con- 
cluded until the Legislature opens the sealed ballots and tabulates 
the results. Therefore, he said, the election still is going on and if 
a person dies during the course of the election, even though he be 
the person with the most votes in the November unofficial count, 
he ceasés to be a person and is no longer a legal party to the 
unconcluded election. Therefore, he said that portion of the Consti- 
tution which requires the Legislature to elect a Governor from the 
two men having the highest number of votes, they being in life 
and willing to accept if elected, is inescapably valid. 

He does not think much of the section of the Constitution which 
says the Governor shall hold office for four years and until his 
successor shall be chosen and qualified. He says the Legislature, 
which used to elect the Governor anyhow, has the right to choose 
and qualify that man, although it seems to me it could choose, in 
view of the importance of the issue, to settle it by calling a special 
election. Rep. Fred Hand, who seems,assured of the speakership, has 
already suggested that this be done. 

I wouldn’t know—I am just telling you what the Judge said— 
but I do wish I had those law classes, although at that it might not 
have done me any good. A lot of fellows who did stay awake and 
who have practiced for two decades are just as puzzled. 


But somehow I go along with the right of the Legislature. 
Maybe I am still asleep.

Atomic Energy Commission Survey 


; WASHINGTON—lIn the light of the future, it may well be more 
important that the United States Atomic Energy Commission has 
now returned from its first nation-wide survey of the problem, 
than that the United Nations Atomic Energy Commission is ap- 
proaching the end of its inquiry. For the whole future will be 
changed if the members of the American body are correct in their 
conviction, drawn from this first survey; that the possibilities of the 
new force have not as yet been even vaguely hinted at. 

Thus: far, awe-struck contemplation of the strategic and mili- 
tary meanings of atomic energy has caused even the scientists to 
half-forget its peacetime uses. The impression has been spread 
abroad that much time would be required to develop the peacetime 
uses, except in the medical field, and that even after a good many 
years the peace-time uses would not result in broad, revolutionary 
economic changes. The presence on the American commission of 
such men as Sumner Pike, Adm. Strauss and David E. Lilien- 
thal is a guaranty against any flightiness of judgment. And they 
take a very contrary view. 

In fact they are reported to see the possibility, although not the 
certainty, of fairly early application of atomic energy to peace-time 
purposes on a scale and in a manner which will ultimately alter 
the whole national and world economic pattern. Since the end of 
the war, by a wise decision of Maj. Gen. Leslie R. Groves, most 
of the research and engineering resources of the huge Manhattan 
District Project have been employed in ®xploration of peace-time 
uses. The military functions of the project have been largely re 
duced to the production of fissionable material in existing plants. 

Pa Today, as at the end of the war, the project has 
Appropriations about 50,000 men and women on its payroll. 
So sure are the members of the American commission that the 
search for peace-time applications will pay off on a grand scale, that 
they propose asking for largely increased appropriations for this 
purpose. The tentative plan is to seek financing from Congress of 
new programs which will require another 25,000 engineering and re- 
search workers, additional to those already on the job. 

Since the whole question is still wrapped in a thick shroud of 
military secrecy, it is impossible to be very specific about it. Two 
significant facts may be noted, however. First, it was only about 
three weeks ago that Lilienthal and his colleagues presided at the 
opening of Prof. Ernest Lawrence’s giant new cyclotron at the 
University of Southern California. Yet in hardly more than a fort- 
night, work with the new cyclotron has already suggested the 
probability of vital and entirely novel facts of atomic physics. The 
fission of the atom was, in truth, only the landing of Columbus on 
a vast new continent of knowledge, which is now just beginning 
to be explored, If the exploration is properly financed and pushed 
with all speed, the physicists now have within their reach the sci- 
entific equivalents of the experiences of stout Cortez, De Soto when 
he first saw the Mississippi and the old Conquistador who first cast 
eye upon the Rockies. 

Second, as an index of the possibilities which are ahead, there 
is the fact that only one in 140 parts of a unit of uranium is com- 
posed of the heavy isotope on which the process of atomic fission 
has thus far depended. But there is every reason to suppose that 
the remaining 139 parts of a uranium unit can be eventually util- 
ized, by proper procedures, in the same manner as the heavy iso- 


tope. 

It should be unnecessary to point out the im- 
Cheap Power portance of the economy in raw material, and 
the cheapening of power produced by atomic fission, which will re- 
sult from this new development that is already confidently an- 
ticipated. 

Thus far, estimates of the cost of power from atomic energy have 
run a little above the cost of power from coal. But when Gen. 
Groves let the contract to the Monsanto Chemical Company to build 
the first atomic power plant, many of the scientists in the Manhat- 
tan District Project pleaded for delay—on the ground that a few 
months of further study would result in much more. economical de- 
signs. The engineers of one of the great world oil companies were 
also called in by the Manhattan District Project to make a survey, 
and their report, still on the secret list, gives estimates of costs of 
atomic power production far below any yet published. 

In short, there is every reason to believe that power from atomic 
energy will not merely become, 10 or 15 years from now, another 
competitor added to the list of existing power sources. Rather, it 
can now be expected to become a new power source of a kind and 
richness sufficient to give an entirely new aspect to world affairs. 
And if research is pushed forward relentlessly, on a broad front, 
this can be expected to occur in the fairly near future. 

The connection between these facts and the deliberations of the 
United Nations Atomic Energy Commission should be rather ob- 
vious. Power output is the basic measurement of the wealth of 
any nation or society. If atomic energy is to be the greatest source 
of human wealth, as well as the strongest weapon of military pow- 
er, its importance to every nation is incalculably multiplied. The 
need to agree on its uses is incalculably increased. Under these as- 
sumptions, if agreement cannot be reached now, it will certainly 
be reached later.

Niemoeller 


NEW YORK.—My learned col- 
league, Mrs. Roosevélt, always a 
stimulating writer, has recently 
expressed, for the second time, 
opposition to freedom of expres- 


sion for the Rev. Martin Niemoel- 
ler, the German Lutheran clergy- 
man and a Nazi, too, I understand, 
down to the point at which the 
Nazi authority would have substi- 
tuted Adolf Hitler or some pagan 
mist or fume rising from the Ger- 
man soil for the God of Chris- 
tianity. 

The Reverend Niemoeller has 
come to the United States to ex- 
plain his position to those who 
are willing to listen, but with no 
suggestion that anyone should be 
compelled to listen. or forbidden 
to disagree. 

As one of those who disagree 
with him on certain matters, I am 
mindful, nevertheless, that Mrs. 
Roosevelt has often held that 
Communists should be allowed to 
explain their theory of govern- 
ment and advocate its adoption 
here. The Supreme Court has so 
held, too, with the proviso, how- 
ever, that in advocating this 
change they must not incite per- 
sons to usé violent means. I under- 
stand that Niemoeller doesn’t ad- 
vocate National Socialism for the 
United States at all, but, at most, 
merely reveals it for our inspec- 
tion, 


THERE WAS MUCH more to 
National Socialism than the ostra- 
cism, then the persecution and 
finally the massacre of Jews. 
Some of its elements have been 
present in some phases of the New 
Deal in which Mrs. Roosevelt her- 
self believed from kiver to kiver. 
National Socialism is said to have 
wiped out the unions and the 
“labor movement” in Germany. 

I never understood that to »*e 
the case at all. I thought National 
Socialism merély converted the 
“labor movement” into an auxil- 
iary of the ruling party under dic- 
tatorial bosses and it has seemed 
to me that the New Deal did this, 
too, only with less success. Here, 
the New Deal swept millions of 
workers into unions whose bosses 
were fierce partisans of the party 
and, when we got into the war, the 
agencies of the Government, 
which were actually party cells, 
took over the functions of the 
union officials. That is, the Gov- 
ernment took authority to say 
what wages a man should get, 
which, under true unionism, is the 
duty of the union representative 
in collective bargaining. In the 
recent John L. Lewis case, the 
Government pretended to seize 
and operate the coal mines and 
thus to become the employer. We 
know the Government did not 
“possess” or “operate” those mines 
in the honest sense, but merely es- 
tabli:hed a technical legal position 
as the employer. However, here 
was the Government acting as 
both employer and bargaining 
agent to fix wages, which was just 
what the National Socialists did 
in Germany. 


NOT ONLY THAT, but in 1944, 
when her late husband was run- 
ning for. his fourth term, Mrs. 
Roosevelt must have observed 
that many unions if the Roosevelt 
political party collected forced 
contributions from workers who 
opposed Roosevelt politically, and 
used them to re-elect him. The 
Italian Fascist party thought of 
that first and the German Na- 
tional Socialists adopted it as a 
good idea. Then the Roosevelt 
party adopted it, too. We were 
told that it was just nonsense to 
say that our workers were forced 
to join these unions, but, if that 
was the case and they were will- 
ing and enthusiastic members, 
why did the unions insist on the 
closed shop and why did the New 
Deal government give it to them? 
And if the New Deal party ab- 
horred National Socialism, why 
did it permit these unions to levy 
political taxes for its benefit from 
unwilling donors, and why didn’t 


/it repudiate this device and spurn 


the money? 


IF ALL THIS was National So- 
cialism in Germany it seems to me 
to follow that it was still National 
Socialism here, although I he 
it called Democracy. 

One phase of National Socialism 
consisted of mass athletics under 
government direction. True, the 
final purpose was to produce a 
generation of nimble and magnif- 
icently healthy young men for 
an army to conquer the world, 
but, of itself, the sports program 
did wonders. The Germans de- 
veloped some great athletes and 
the result in stalwartness was ap- 
parent to anyone. Their youth 
here, as one of our journalists ob- 
served ominously just before Mu- 
nich, “bulging with muscle.” 

The National Socialists under- 
took to stop immigration, but 
other countries which are _ not 
called Nazi or Fascist nations have 
done the same. Australia draws a 
color line. So does Mexico and, 
for that matter, so do we. Would 
we call Southern Ireland a Fascist 
or Nazi nation because Eire un; 
doubtedly would block any mass 
immigration or heavy infiltration 
which would impair the Irishness 
of the Irish people in a generation 
or two or antagonize the religious 
unity of the nation? I say 
Americans generally would rec- 
ognize her right to preserve her 
characteristics and her integrity, 
whether you call it “racial” or 
“facial.” Ireland is their coun- 
try, not a public ground open to 
all the -world. 


MRS. ROOSEVELT once wrote 
that Niemoeller “sounds like a gen- 
tleman who believes in the Ger- 
man doctrine of the superiority 
of race.” 

He may at that, but I think 
most Americans believe in some- 
thing comparable, although not 
identical. I don’t agree that it is 
fair to say that we believe in the 
“superiority” of one race over 
another. We obviously do, how- 
ever, believe in, or have an in- 
stinct for, our respective kinds. 
For example, although I am wil- 
ling to believe that the Roosevelt 
family has no such sense of “‘su- 
periority,” I have casually ob- 
served that among the many 
Roosevelts and Delanos there are 
no colored members of the family.

Peril to National Economy 
Seen in Large-Scale Farms 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22—(UP)—Large-scale farming has arisen 
as “a new and awful form of concentrated economic power,” Chair- 
man James E. Murray, Democrat, Montana, of the Senate Small Busi- 
ness Committee, said Sunday night. 


He based his statement on a re- 
port comparing two California 
communities in the Great Central 
Valley—Dinuba, locale of small- 
size, family operated farms, and 
Arvin, center of farms operated 
by big corporations. 

The report was written by Dr. 
Walter L. Goldschmidt, of the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles, and his associates. It 
purported to show that the Dinuba 
area supported more businessés, 
did a greater volume of retail 
trade, spent more money on com- 
forts of the home and finally, en- 
joys a better standard of, living 
than its big farm neighbor. 

“In manufacturing and commer- 
cial life the rapidly-growing con- 
centration of economic power of 
great corporations is a menacing 
threat to our whole economy,” 
Murray said in his commentary. 
“But when it takes’ hold of our 
farm areas in the form of great 
acreages of intensively cultivated 
tracts using hired labor and 
machines ... then that threat 
takes on a new and awful form.” 

He cited a marked shift from 
family-size farms in recent years 
and said the report “should cause 
alarm to all concerned with pre 
servation of democratic institu- 
tions. 

Dinuba, the small-farm com- 
munity, was found to have a popu- 
lation of middle-class persons 
“with a high degree of stability in 
income and tenture, and a strong 
economic and social interest in 
their community.”

wealth are not great and the peo- 
ple generally associate together in 
community organizations, the re- 
port said. 

In the Arvin community, how- 
ever, it said “the population con- 
sists of relatively few persons 
with economic stability, and of 
large numbers whose only tie to 
the community is their uncertain 
and relatively low-income job. 
Differences in wealth are great 
among members of this communi- 
ty, and social contacts between 
them are rare.” 

It said that operators of the 
large-scale farms often are “ab- 
sentees” and their interest in the 
social life no greater than the 
transitory laborer. Businessmen 
feel impermanent and financial in- 
vestments are kept at a minimum. 
Such attitudes, the report said, 
“are not conducive to stability and 
the rich kind of rural community 
life which is properly associated 
with the traditional family farm.” 

The report found more churches 
and church-goers in the small-farm 
town, a better average standard of 
living, and more schools, parks, 
and civic organizations. It. also 
has two newspapers, each with 
double the news space in the 
single paper of the industrialized- 
farm community, it said. 

Murray said the evidence “con- 
clusively proves that the tradi- 
tional small farm operated by the 
resident farm family makes for a 
more wholesome all-around life. 
Such a setting supports a city 
whose community welfare stand- 
ards are incomparably higher.”

Bevin Says 


LONDON, Dec. 22 — () — For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin re- 
plied Sunday night to critics of his 
foreign policy with a declaration 
that Britain “does.«not tie herself 
to anybody” and extends “the 
hand of friendship and _ co-opera- 
tion to all.” 

In a broadcast to the British 
people made within 72 hours of 
his retarn from New York, Bevin 
took brief note of parliamentary 
“rebels” who brought a showdown 
in the House of Commons while 
he was attending the meeting of 
the Council of Foreign Ministers. 

“You have all heard the allega- 
tions that we are joined too closely 
in our policies with the United 
States; that our relations with 
Soviet Russia are not so close as 
they should be, and that this 
course will retard the pacification 
of the world, and may lead to an- 
other war,” Bevin recalled. 

“My first answer to these allega- 
tions is that Great Britain brings 
her mind to bear on every prob- 
lem on its merits. She does not 
tie herself to anybody, except in 
regard to her obligations under 
the charter, and I think that what 
I have just said about our policies 
shows that we have a mind and 
purpose of our own. 

“My second answer is that we 
hold out the hand of friendship 
and co-operation to all, for we be- 
lieve profoundly that such friend- 
ship and co-operation between the 
great powers is the surest basis on 
which to build a peace for all 
time. 

“Soviet Russia, who is now re- 
covering from the wounds of war, 
fully realized, I think, at New York 
that there was a great desire for
